WAYS OF THE BLUE CRAB. 


Some of IU JPecatUritles u Gbnervnd 


Mew York'* Aquarium. 


While the Wne crab 13 not commonly 


thought of an a swimmer aud does m 
fact spend the greater part of its tini 
oil the bottom, yet itr can -very easily 
ttiataiii itself in the water and swim a 
a very fair rate of speed. It swims end 
wise, aud when swimming it came 
one big claw thrown forward and ben 
back p.t the middle joint, milking i 
point projecting- at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw tiaili 
straight out ustern. If it chaugts direc- 
tion, it crooks the olaw it bad been car 
ryiiig string!it and lets the other go 
fiee. If it sustains itself m tbe water 
without progressing, it curries its big 
claws in front of itself as it would nut 
nrally do under ordmary_circumatance8 
on the bottom, bnt it has to .keep its 
little clnws in motion to sustain itself 
aud in tiwiinrning the little claws are 
kept actively'at work. Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water in swimming the blue crab can 
change its ci,>nrse or swim to a higher 
or lower level with facility. 
When 


frightened, the blue crab moves oft hide 
ways, but when moving about at home 
and undisturbed it may move siruighi 
forward. Its body may be inclined ai 
any angle to the line of progress, btit 
its motion stilt be forward, the bi( 
clawa earned crooked around in front. 
It may be Been moving thus in one 
the larger tanks at the aquarium, in 
which there are blue crabs, lobsters aiir 
other things. The temperature of the 
water now just suits the crustaceans, 
and they are very lively 
Blue crabs 


may be seen ownrnming here, and also 
walking about, stepping down from 
stones that are as high a« they them- 
selves are wide with perfect dignity, ii 
not grace of manner, aud walking or 
carrying their claws before them.— 
New York Sun. 


The First Teacups. 


Even after tea was introduced into 


Ehirope'and had come into general use 
teacups were scarce. At the same time 
coffee •was introduced; but, apart from 
Constantinople, the first coffee cups in 
Europe date back only as far as 1645 in 
Venice, 1659 in Paris, 1653 in London 
and 1694 in Leipsio. From the first, 
lowever, the conventional oriental oof- 
lee cup, without stem or handle, was 
ittle used, and in Germany not at all. 
The Chinese teacup was used for tea, 
coffee and chocolate as well. Specimens 
of porcelain were undoubtedly intro- 
duced into ^Europe in the middle ages, 
yet not till the sixteenth century were 
caps imported from China in any great 
quantities, and even then it was as arti- 
cles of vertu. Most of those found their

passion said: "During my life I have 
endeavored to avoid running up against 
a dead thing and 1 therefore decline 
the nomination." Davis was then nom- 
inated by acclamation as was also W. 
D. Jcues of Lander county for Attor- 
ney General. 


Andrew Mante of Nye County and F. 


Fairbanks of Lyon were plaeed in nom- 
ination for State Printer, Mr. Maute 
being declared the nominee of the con- 
vention. 


E. D. Kelley of Washoe county was 


nominated for Surveyor General, by 
acclamation. 


H. C. Cutting of Esmeralda and J. E. 


Bray of Washoe were presented for 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction.

DBMOOBATIC STATE CONVENTION. 


The Democratic Convention 
wai 


called to order at 10 o'clock A. M. A 
Committee of Conference consisting of 
C. Gulling, J. R. Ryan, J. Newnham, 
lab and Denton were appointed to act 
with a similar committee from tbe 
Silver party Convention on a plan for 
fusion, At 11:30 the committee re- 
ported that they had conferred with 
the Sliver Committee and the latter 
bad conceded Lieutenant Governor, 
State Controller, Short Term Regent 
and Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


The Democrats having asked for 


Governor, Mr. Johnson of Elko spoke 
against fusion and advocated patting 
up a straight ticket, and the convention 
rejected the offer of the Silver Con- 
vention and the Democratic Commit- 
tee were instructed to so notify the 
Silver Convention. 
The committee 


proceeded to perform the duty and re- 
ported. 


The Committee on Platform and 


Resolutions presented the following 
and the same was adopted. 


PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 


On reassembling tbe following plat- 


form was presented and unanimously 
adopted: 


The Democrats of Nevada in Con* 


ventioi) aisembted declare as follows: 
We endorse every hue, word and syl- 
lable of the platform adopted by the 
Democratic National Convention at 
Chicago in 1896, with particular em- 
phasis upon the resolution advocating 
the free and unlimited coinage of both 
cold and silver and without the aid or 
consent of any nation on tbe lace of 
the earth. 


We glory in the achievements of the 


armv anil navy, in tbe late war with 
Spain and wo commend the Demo- 
cratic Congressman in their co'irse 
upon tbe prosecution of tbe w«r, as 
patriotic, statesmanlike and compat- 


ible with tbe 
nation. 
<• We agree with Senator Teller, an 
ardent Protectionist, that tbe Dingley 
law was formulated and passed, not 
for protection of American labor, nor 
lor the purpose of revenue for the gov- 
ernment, but exclusively in the inter- 
est of monopolies and trusts, which 
famished the corruption money to 
carry on tbe McKinley campaign. We 
furthermore declare without fear ot 
successful contradiction, that any or 
all of tbe provisions of the in famous 
law do not, directly or indirectly 
benefit, to tbe amount of a farthing, 
one hundred actual residents of Ne- 
vada, while the entire people of I be 
State are additionally taxed in in- 
creased prices of the necessaries of 
life to an amount more than sufficient 
to defray the entire expenses of the 
State government. 
And it is with 
shame and humiliation that we point 
to the fact that this measure so dis- 
tressful to the people of Nevada was 
passed by the aid of our Senators 
without which it could never bare be- 
come a law. 


We demand Home Rale for the pec- 


pie of Nevada. Our NationaVjyoverc- 
ment iuangara'ed a bloody and' ex- 
pensive war to insure Home Rule for 
tbe Cubans, and yet the Sovereign 
State of Nevada has for years, and 
still ie, under more abject servitude to 
tbe Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, represented by nou-residenta ot 
the State tban were ever the Cubans 
made subservient to the Spanish 
Crown. We insist and demand that 
oar State shall be represented at 
Washington by actual residents of 
Nevada, instead of by men whose sole 
interests in our commonwealth con- 
sist in its use to them for office seek- 
ing purposes and whose sole contri- 
butions to the people of the State are 
limited to the money corruptly used 
to secure their own elections. 
We recognize the Democratic as the 


only silver party in the nation, and 
upon whose success in 1900 depends 
tbe re-establishment of silver to its 
former place in the monetary system 
of tbe republic. We regard all local 
political organizations, professing to 
favor bimetallism as not only useless 
bat absolutely obstructive to the cause 
they pretend to foster. The so-called 
Silver party of Nevada is especially 
detrimental lo the silver interest. Its 
State administration in tbe last few 
years has been replete with scandals 
which aro a disgrace to the common- 
wealth. Its continued existence ie

The Doinocratic parly of Nevada is 


in favor of utilizing and developing 
the natural resources of tbe State. 
We therefore advocate u policy of 
internal improvements by which the 
surplus water of our rivora may be 
impounded in reservoirs and used in 
reclaiming and irrigating tbe unoccu- 
pied agricultural lands of the State 
and opening the same to settlement 
und cultivation, 
thereby inducing 


immigration for tbe development o' 
the agricultural products of the State 
and increase of our population, ana we 
favor liberal legislation and the appro- 
priation of State funds for such pur- 
poses. 
We demand that our national gov- 


ernment bold possession of the Pnit- 
ippine inlands so that tbe products 
and trade of these island* may be 
brought to our shores, as such a poliov 
would result in great profit and com- 
mercial advantages to tbe Pacific 
Coast. 
We most earnestly adviee the Dem- 


ocrats in e»ery county in (he State to 
organize and form county central com- 
mittees and to nominate full legisla- 
tive tickets unpledged opoti the mat- 
ter of United Stales Senator, and to 
adopt all means o! stiengthiKit the 
Democratic party, which will in 1900 
represent tne honest and ainceri si!»or 
element in tbe State. 
Nominations for Congress were de- 


clared in order. 


The name of Mr. E. E. Copeland was 


presented. That gentleman appeared 
and thanked tbe convention aud stated 
that at present be felt that he could 
not take the 
nomination, hut he 


would be found working faithfully and 
zealously in the ranks of the party and 
for its principles as enunciated in the 
platform. He made a stirring Demo- 
cratic speech and declined. 


The nomination for Congressman 


was for tbe time being passed. 


Mr. Ish of Elko nominated George 


Russell of Elko for Governor, seconded 
by Mr. Johnson of Elko county. Mr. 
Russell was nominated by acclamation. 


E. E. Oopeland presented tbe name 


of W. D. Grimes of Churchill for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, seconded by Major 
Dennis. Mr. Grimes asked to decline, 
but was nominated by acclamation. 


C. H. Belkuap was nominated for 


Supreme* Judge. 


John Webber of White Piue was 


named as Secretary of State und W. G. 
Thompson as btate Treasurer. 


G. M, Humphreys of Washoe was 


nominated for State Controller. 


The office of Attorney General was 


passed. James Morris of Washoe was 
nominated for State Printer and T. K. 
Stewart of Waehoe for Surveyor Gen- 
eral and E. E. Oaine of Wad a worth for 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
J. F. Triplett of Elko was named as Re- 
gent for Long Term and Gott. M. Haist 
of Storey for Short Term. 


Judge Webster was named as District 


Judge for tbe 2nd Judicial District and 
G. F. Talbot of Eiko for the 4th Dis- 
trict. Nominations for the let, 3rd and 
5th Districts were passed. After the 
selection or a State Central Committee 
the convention adjourned.

more than fifty years. We declare 
that Nevada cannot afford to lose 
him as her Representative in the 
balls of Congress. 
Recognizing the importance of 
State development npon agricul- 
tural lines, we commend the efforts 
of our Representative in Congress to 
secure for the State of Nevada leg- 
islation looking to the reclamation 
of 
arid lands and the storage of 
water in reservoirs, and urge our 
Senators and Representative in Con- 
gress to secure the passage of the 
irrigation bills now before Congress 
introduced by our Representative 
Francia Q. Newlands. 


The United States is now in the 
rightful control of Cuba, Forto 
Rico, and the Philippine islands, and 
we are in favor of holding the same 
until the American people shall 
have time to consider and make 
such disposition of the new acquisi- 
tions as sound policy and the inter- 
ests of the whole country may re- 
quire. 


We favor the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal by the Government 
of the United States of America as a 
political and commercial necessity. 


At the last session of Congress a 
law having been passed providing 
for the settlement of the indebted- 
ness of the Central Faoiflo railroad 
to the Government of .the United 
States, the term of which require the 
payment of the entire debt, princi- 
pal and interest, within ten years, 
with interest at the rate of 3 per 
cent per annum, and on failure to 
make snob settlement within one 
year, the mortgage lien of the 
United States to be at once fore- 
closed, and, the property sold to the 
highest bidder, we favor foreclosure 
according to the terms of said Act 
in case its conditions regarding set- 
tlement are not complied with. 
Certain decisions of the United 
States Courts having shorn the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission 
of the authority and powers un- 
doubtedly intended to be conferred 
upon it when originally enacted, we 
favor such amendments to the Act 
as will make it an effective protec- 
tion to the people against discrim- 
inating tariffs. 
The heroism and valor of the 
American soldier and sailor have 
won additional laurels anting the 
war with Spain, The story of the 
brave deeds of our naval and mili- 
tary heroes will forever form a 
glorious page in American his- 
tory. On land as well as sea 
America's defenders have proved 
their unsurpassed courage. Prais- 
ing those who fought oar battles, 
we condemn the traitorous conduct 
of these officials, wherever respon- 
sibility may rest, to whose culpabil- 
ity is due the death by starvation 
and disease of several thousand of 
our men. We demand that the awful 
scandals involved in the conduct of 
the war be impartially and com- 
pletely investigated, and that ade- 
quate 
punishment 
be meted 
wherever due. 
The people of Nevada are justly 
proud of their University. 
We 
commend the efficient management 
which has made it an institution of 
infinite usefulness and widening 
possibilities. Its influence is already 
felt as a potent factor for the in- 
tellectual and economic develop- 
t^-ent of the State. We pledge to it 
flenb**n> support and hearty co- 
oneratu*»B along every line that will 
tend to maintain its present high 
standard or conduce to its improve- 
mThi's convention: pledges itsnom- 
inee for Governor that he will a; 
prove of such legislation as wi 
carry into effect the sixth section of 
Article 10 of the State Constitution 
which provides that the Legislature 
shall provide a special tax which 
shall not exceed two mills on the 
dollar of all taxable property in 
the State in addition to the other 
means provided for the support and 
maintenance of the State University 
and common schools. This con- 
vention recommends alt county 
conventions of the Sliver Party to 
pledge their nominees for the State 
Legislature to carry into effect the 
State Constitution by passing a bill 
levying a tax of one mill on the 
dollar of all taxable property in 
this State in addition to the other 
means now provided by law for the 
support and maintenance of the 
State University and 
common 
schools of tbia State. 


We invite comparison of the four 
years daring which the Silver Fatty 
has bead In control of the State 
Government with the last lour 
years of the Republican regime. 
The expenses of the last Republi- 
can Legislature amounted to $51,- 
000, 
that of the last Silver Farty 
Legislature, $29,600. The expenses 
of the Executive Department for 
the last year immediately preceding 
Silver Farty control amounted to 
over $38,500, while bat $38,600 were 
the expenses of the Executive De- 
partment for 1897. For the last 
four years of Republican manage- 
ment $8,000 were expended in pub- 


schools of the State, the! Sii- I 
ver 
party expended $977,000 as 
against $266,600 by the Republican 
party. No one can examine tha fore- 
going and many other facts and fig- 
ures which might be adduced, with- 
out the resulting conviction that the 
Silver party has fulfilled Its prom- 
ise ot retrenchment with reference 
to salaries of State officials and the 
curtailment 
of unnecessary ex- 
penses, while, on the other hand, it 
has generously fostered the educa- 
tional and charitable Institutions of 
the State and wisely contributed .to 
its public improvement.

mittee was adopted and an adjourn- 
ment was taken for half an hour to 
await the report of the Committee on 
Conference. 


At 11:30 the Convention again con- 


vened end Mr. Crust of the Committee 
on Conference, asked for further time 
and a second adjournment was taken 
until 1 o'clock. 


AFTBBNOON SESSION. 


We Indorse 


Upon the reconvening ot the conven- 


tion the report of the Committee on 
Conference was read, setting oat the 
impossibility ot arranging any plan of 
fusion with the Democrats. 


Mr. Ernst as chairman of the com- 


mittee was asked to explain to the con- 
vention what tenders bad been made to 
the Democrats, if any. Mr. Ernst told 
the convention of offers of places on 
the ticket and the inability to reach 
any agreement. 
Also that the Demo- 


crats had intimated that they would 
allow the Silver Convention to name 
the entire ticket providing the Silver 
men would give up their organization 
and march under the Democratic ban- 
ner. 


A resolution from the Democratic 


party was read to the convention invit- 
ing all the Silver party men to make 
the money fight under the banner of 
the Democratic party, which was 
promptly laid on the table. 


The nominations were then proceeded 


with, and Moore of Washoe placed in 
nomination Hon. Francis G. Newlands 
as member for Congress. Mr. Deal 
seconded the nomination in a short 
Speech, regretting he had not more 
time for extended remarks. 


MB. NBWLANDS1 SPEECH. 


Mr. 
Newlands was 
called

and addressed the 
Convention on 


the issues of the day, the Sena- 
torial question, the money question and 
the necessity for continuing the existence 
of the Silver Party of. Nevada, 


A UVE ISSUE). 


As to the Silver question, he said that 


the issue was not a dead one, that the 
conditions which led to the magniflcient 
demonstration of strength by the united 
silver forces in 1896 still existed, though, 
somewhat ameliorated last year by the 
higher price obtained by this country for 
a bonteous crop of wheat when famine 
had diminished the wheat crops in other 
countries and, that such conditions 
though at present somewhat obscured by 
a false activity arising from the creation 
ot weapons and the maintainence of 
armies and navies of destruction would 
be accentuated in 1900. There would 
then be no tariff question to distract and 
divide the friends ot silver. The oppon- 
ents of silver would no longer be able to 
create hysterical alarm as to the pur- 
poses of the silver forces. The hypocrit- 
ical pretensions of the Republican party 
as to its desire for an international solu- 
tion of the silver question would be ex- 
posed, the failure of the administration 
to properly support Woloott and bis fel- 
low Commissioners would be demon- 
strated, its failure to pursue the matter 
further, even though the British Gov- 
ernment invited fresh proposols, involv- 
ing a different ratio, would be made clear 
and the Government of the United States 
would stand before the country as the 
most hostile government in the world to 
bimetallism or to any modified adjust- 
ment involving the increased use of sil- 
ver. 
The people had viewed with alarm 


the increasing power of combinations of 
capital, caused by falling prices and the 
inability ot men conducting small enter- 
prises to secure the money or credit ne- 
cessary to sustain them and regarded 
with distrust the effort to which this 
administration was now firmly pledged, 
ot creating a banking trust, which would 
have the sole power to determine the 
amount of circulating medium the peo- 
ple should have and which would exer- 
cise the power, as uncontrolled power 
always had been and always would be, 
for the profit and advantage alone of the 
person or class possessing it.

In this contest the Tinionof tte Silver 


forces as represented by the Silver Re- 
publicans, Silver Democrats and Popn- 
lists would be essential. It had created 
a moat formidable movement in 1896. It 
was advised and urged by every silver 
man of any prominence in the country, 
as essential to the success of the coming 
campaign and the National campaign of 
1900. It was regarded as of supreme im- 
portance by the eloquent Bryan, whose 
leadership of the fusion forces was still j 
uncontested.

THE SILVER PABTY. 


Mr. Newlands said that ever since the 


Republican and Democratic parties had 
nominated the twin candidates of the 
Gold Trust, Cleveland and Harrison, he 
had regarded the union of the silver 
forces as most important and that he had 
urged upon them unification of the 
issues and the elimination or postpone- 
ment of all other questions upon which 
they would be likely to divide either as 
a matter of political training or political 
conviction, that with this view the Silver 
Party of Nevada was organized as a 
fusion party, containing Silver Republi- 
cans, Silver Democrats and Populists, 
the purpose being to bring these elements 
into one organizotion which would last 


He regretted that similar!, action had no 
been taken in all the Mining States as ii 
would have unified the silver forces com 
pletely and would have prevented these 
recurring contests between the forces 
contemplating fusion over non-essentials, 
BUclT as individual ambitions or party 
advantage. The Silver Party of Nevada 
was in his judgment the most complete 
fusion that had been created anywhere. 
To abandon it either because the Popu- 
list party or the Democratic party had 
declared itself for silver as the lead- 
ing issue was to lose sight of the fact that 
it embraced a large number ot Silver 
Republicans, who might be unwilling to 
permanently identify themselves with 
either party and that it abandoned a 
completed fusion and substituted a di- 
vision ot forces, Populists, Silver Re- 
publicans and Democrats, who in order to 
succeed would have to again go through 
the painful process of fusion in a differ- 
ent form. A permanent fusion now ac- 
complished and thrice successful at the 
polls 
would 
thus 
be 
abandoned 


for the prospect of a temporary fusion 
of the elemental forces to be driven into 
segregation though now united. 


THE SENATOBSHIP. 


Mr. Newlands also alluded briefly to 


the Senatorsbip. He said that he had 
kept clear from, all complications that 
would hamper his freedom of action, that 
he was free to say that he would welcome 
promotion to the Senate, as offering an 
enlarged sphere of usefulness as well as 
gratifying an honorable ambition. He 
Was greatly gratified by the expression 
which came from every part of the State 
regarding bis possible candidacy but that 
he1 had never lost bis head in his eager- 
ness to secure the position and that he 
had at no timn been disposed to view the 
idea favorably, if it involved a contest 
which might accomplish disintegration 
ot the silver organization created and 
maintained by patriotic and disinter- 
ested purpose. He had been active in 
the propaganda of union on essentials 
and tolerance as to non essentials, of the 
superiority of the cause to any individ- 
ual. He had zealously advanced this 
view as Chairman of the National Silver 
Convention at St. Louis. He had re- 
iterated it ia oommon with all the lead- 
ing Democrats, Silver, Republicans and 
Populists in Congress last Spring. Upon 
it depended the success of the silver 
movement and he could be hardly be re- 
garded as consistent or honest with him- 
self, if whilst urging harmony and con- 
ciliation abroad, he sowed the seeds of 
dissension at home. Whilst therefore 
viewing the Senatorsbip with a hospit- 
able eye he hod declared to all his friends 
that he would hold the matter in abey- 
ance; that after the adjournment of Con- 
gress he intended to travel through the 
entire State before the Fall convention 
and invite the expression of Silver men 
generally as to the expediency of his can- 
didacy, judged solely by regard for the 
harmony and. perpetuity of the silver or- 
ganization. The necessity for medical 
treatment for an ailment which whilst 
not disabling him, made traveling in the 
heat and dust impossible, prevented him 
from making this trip and so he was 
compelled to come to a conclusion with- 
out the aid which he bad desired. He 
was free to say that whilst he believed 
that conditions in this State were such 
as to promise him a fair show for success 
in a contest for the Senatorsliip, he also 
believed that such a contest would be at 
the expense of the silver organization and 
that an acrimonious contest would be inau- 
gurated within the silver ranks that would 
tend to disruption and the wounds of 
which would not be healed in time for 
the national contest of 1900. Whilst 
most of bis friends thought he was sac- 
rificing on opportunity rarely presented 
many of his warmly attached friends, 
were of the opinion that the retirement of 
the present distinguished incumbent 
even though his seat were taken by one 
as pronounced in the faith would be re- 
garded elsewhere as an evidence of the 
weakening of the silver causa 
Other 


friends thought that the interests ot the 
State required the maintenance unim- 
paired ot the present delegation in Con- 
gress and that the State could not afford 
to lose at this critical period of its life, 
the experience in legislation and the 
efficiency which long service in the 
House alone gives. 


CANDIDATE FOB CONG BBSS. 


All these considerations had been 


deliberately weighed by him and he 
had come to the conclusion that the har- 
mony and efficiency of the silver organi- 
zation and the highest interest of the 
silver cause could be best advanced by 
his offering himself simply as a candi- 
date for Congress. He was aware that 
his decision would be received with 
regret by some of his friends. He could 
only say that the only reproach he feared 
was self reproach, that he must be hon- 
est with himself and that he could no- 
feel comfortable in his own mind, if a 
single act of his should impair the har- 
mony of any port or section of the great- 
est movement of the time for the 
amelioration of the human race from 
conditions that were emphasising every 
day class distinctions creating class envy 
and arousing passions, which it denied 
the outlet of beneficent legislation might 
result in a social upheaval that would 
alike destroy oppressor and reformer. 


He was regarded as among the for-
